Adults of term ites are often erro- 
' neously called "white ants.” These 
I insects are not related to ants. It is 
true that the adult somewhat re­ 
sembles a winged ant. but closer in­ 
spection reveals two unm istakable 
points 
of 
distinction. 
First, 
the 
winged ant has a wasp-like narrowr- 
ness of its m id-secstion while the 
udult or winged term ite has a heavy 
waistline almost as broad as other 
parts of its body Second, the winged 
an t’s wings differ in size, the front 
pair being quite large and the rear 
pair shorter, the larger pair being 
little longer than the an t's body. 
But the term ite’s wings are all the 
same length, both the front and rear 
pairs, witll all wings extending far 
out beyond the body in length. 
The winced adult is not the de­ 
stroying form of the term ite. The 
feeding form is a sightless grub or 
larva which is rarely seen except 
when an infested tim ber or plant 
stem is cut open to expose the feed­ 
ing creature. It is because the larva 
remain thus out of sight and the 
winged adults emerge but once a 
veal- to mate and start a new colony • 
that growers of infested plants or 
ravaged buildings may rem ain un­ 
aware of the pests' presence. 
Little can be done to save a badly 
infested tree or shrub after term ites 
become numerous in the trunk And 
the same is true of sm aller plants. 
such as dahlias and other herba­ 
ceous 
ornam entals 
or 
vegetables 
having 
woody 
stems. Of 
course, 
badly damaged plants should be re­ 
moved and destroyed to prevent 
further spread of the pest* In many 
cases fumigation is possible to kill 
termites attacking valuable trees. 
In such cases readers should write 
the editor, giving full particulars 
about the tree and its state of in­ 
festation. 
First among preventive measures 
is to avoid burying scraps of lum ­ 
ber in the soil or covering stumps of 
iree> when grading in a new lawn. 
Such m aterials merely invite ter­ 
mites to move in and utilize these 
suitable incubating sources as cen-

portant rules for its culture. 
Like most other crops with bul­ 
bous and tuberous roots, rhubarb 
m ust have an uninterrupted period 
of growth in late summer and early 
tall in which to store strength in 
its roots for the next year’s pro­ 
duction. Herein is found the chief 
reason why advice always stresses 
complete m aturity of peony leaves 
before they are cut back, why such 
plants as dahlias m ust m ature n a ­ 
turally after their blooming sea­ 
son. Here, too, is found one of the 
m ajor keys to successful rhubarb 
care, beginning around late June 
or the first few days in July. 
Most commercial growers recom ­

cutting < harvest)

rhubarb stalks cease by the first 
week of July. The rest of the grow ­ 
ing season is then invested by the 
clump in storing vigor in the roots, 
vigor th a t is m anufactured in the 
leaves. If later harvesting is desired, 
the grower should have a few extra 
clumps devoted to this end. Cutting 
stalks after this general dateline 
means a gradual weakening of the 
clump and a decrease in stalk yield 
and quality the following year.

Law Will Become Effective In State On September I 


Harrisburg, July 27 oVf—Dr F ra n ­ 
cis B. Haas, state superintendent of 
public 
instruction, 
today 
urged 
local school officials to get together 
with 
highway authorities on the 
location of school bus loading zones. 
Dr. Haas reminded county and 
district school superintendents th a t 
under the new school bus stop law, 
loading zones m ust be set up at or 
near schools “and along all high­ 
ways traveled by school buses " 
“These zones," he said, “shall be 
located in collaboration 
with the 
highway authorities having juris­ 
diction All loading zones at or near 
the school shall be located off the 
highway and all zones designated 
en route to or from school shall be 
located off the travelable portion of 
the highway wherever practical.” 
C ars Must Stoa 
The new law. effective September i 
I, 
requires 
all 
vehicles 
trav e lin g » 
both directions outside of built up i 
areas to stop not less than IO feet 
from school buses loading or un- i 
loading school children 
Dr Haas reminded school officials 
th a t 
loading 
zones 
away 
from 
schools m ust be m arked by official 
“school bus stop” signs Tile signs. 
which m ust meet specifications of 
the state highway departm ent, must 
be bought by school authorities and 
maintained by them , although the 
actual erection of them is up to 
highway authorities. 
“It 
is our 
understanding.”

Haas said, " th a t only one sign will 
be placed at each loading zone and 
th a t it will be located at the be­ 
ginning of the approach to the zone 
and not more th an 25 to 30 feet in 
advance of the actual stop The p u r­ 
pose of the sign is to designate the 
location of the bus stop and is not 
intended as a warning sign ”
